BT  diameters  are  noted 
as  dbh  and  are  measured  approximately  4.5'  above  ground.  Bearings  are  measured  from  the 
monument  to  the  center  of  the  BT,  distances  are  measured  from  the  monument  to  the  mag  nail.

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It  is  apparent  that  the  location  of  this  corner  as 
shown  on  the  plat  of  Tailwater  Run  was  also 
used  to  establish  the  quarter  corner  common  to 
Sections  33  and  34,  and  that  both  corners 
shown  on  Tailwater  Run  were  used  as  the 
basis  for  deed  descriptions  and  property  splits 
in  Sections  33  and  34.  A  full  retracement 
boundary  survey  was  likely  performed  prior  to 
platting  Tailwater  Run,  but  it  was  not  found  in 
the  files  of  Bledsoe  Riggert  Cooper  James.  I 
did  find  an  unstamped  Bledsoe  Tapp  and  Co. 
boundary  survey  from  1995  (Reference  Survey 
ID  000106)  in  the  Monroe  County  Planning 
files  for  Tailwater  Run,  but  it  does  not  show 
any  monumentation  or  include  a  report.  I 
accepted  the  location  of  this  corner  as  shown 
on  the  plat  of  Tailwater  Run  because  I  have  no 
reason  to  believe  that  my  calculated  positions 
are  more  reliable  than  the  position  calculated 
by  Mr.  Bledsoe,  and  his  corner  is  connected  to 
established  property  rights.

HISTORY  AND  SEARCH  PROCEDURE:  The 

original  GLO  surveyor  set  a  wooden  post  at 
this  corner.  In  April  of  1887,  the  Monroe 
County  Surveyor,  Andrew  Dillman,  ran  a  line  to 
this  corner  and  used  it  to  correct  his  random 
line.  He  did  not  indicate  what  type  of 
monument  he  found,  and  he  did  not  take  any 
new  witnesses.  The  next  record  found  of  this 
corner  was  the  1995  plat  of  Tailwater  Run  by 
Ben  Bledsoe  (Reference  Survey  ID  000032  - 
Instrument  No. 51 7573).  This  corner  is  shown 
as  the  Point  of  Beginning  of  the  exterior 
boundary  of  the  platted  property,  but  no 
monument  type  is  indicated,  and  the  search 
procedure  and  methods  used  to  establish  this 
corner  were  not  provided.  No  monument  was 
found. 

I  found  a  stone  at  the  N1/4  corner  of  Section  34 
(CICr_021)  and  a  stone  at  the  E  1/16  corner  of 
Sections  28  &  33  (CICr_L21),  and  I  used  the 
found  stones  to  calculate  several  search 
locations.  I  double-proportioned  a  search  point 
using  the  found  stones  to  the  east  and  west,  a 
rebar  to  the  north  at  the  W1/4  corner  of  Section 
22,  and  a  calculated  position  to  the  south.  The 
double  proportion  fell  in  line  with  a  very  nice 
north/south  fence,  approximately  2T  north  of 
the  corner  position  calculated  per  the  plat  of 
Tailwater  Run.  A  single-proportion  between  the 
found  stones  resulted  in  a  calculated  point  in 
line  with  the  same  north/south  fence, 
approximately  13.5'  north  of  the  corner  position 
calculated  per  the  plat  of  Tailwater  Run.  I 
searched  an  approximately  5'  radius  around 
each  of  the  three  search  points  (Tailwater  Run, 
double-proportion,  and  single-proportion)  with  a 
probe,  shovel,  and  metal  detector,  but  I  did  not 
find  anything. 
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
